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Bristol Twp. Landlord Faces Arrest

Charges of assault and battery 
on a police officer were filed to­ 
day against William E. Hayes, 
painting contractor, pig farmer, 
landlord and owner of several 
blighted homes in the Magnolia 
Gardens area of Bristol Township. 


The charges were brought be­ 
fore Justice of the Peace Stephen 
Nieckoski by John Hartman, ani­ 
mal control officer for the town­ 
ship and a member of its police 
force. 


In addition Hartman charged 
Hayes with owning nine unlicens­ 
ed dogs which he keeps along 
with numerous other animals in 
his cluttered, ramshackle home at 
5421 Willow Penn Drive, near the 
township dump and behind Bristol 
Terrace Two. 


Hartman claimed in the charges 
that Hayes slapped him in the 
face in the office of Justice of the 
Peace Joseph Haines of Bristol 
Township the night of Tuesday, 
Jan 23. 


Fire Code Hassle 


Hayes had been brought there 
for alleged violations of the fire 
code. In all, 12 charges have been 
brought against the man recently. 


ranging from violations of the 
housing and fire code to cruelty 
to animals. 


A warrant for his arrest also 
has been issued, Justice of the 
Peace William H. Oettinger said 
today, for failure to pay a fine on 
one of the housing code violations. 


Not Served Yet 


The warrant is in the hands of 
Constable Robert G. Campbell, 
and had not been served yet this 
morning, the Courier - Times 
learned. Since the fine was levied 
and has not been paid, Hayes will 
go to jail to serve it out, Squire 
Oettinger said, at the rate of one 
day for each dollar. 


The fine stems from a charge 
brought against Hayes Sept. 7, 
1961, for refusing to repair or de­ 
molish a building he owns at 5334 
Willow Penn Drive, Magnolia Gar­ 
dens. 


This building was occupied then 
by a woman with two children. It 
had no running water, no s a n i­ 
tation facilities, only one electric 
outlet and all of its windows 
boarded up even though the fam­ 
ily was living in it. 
The woman was paying $35 a 
month rent on the place. 
The warrant, when it is served.

will be the 12th action taken 
against Hayes within the past year 
in renewed drives against hous­ 
ing blight. 
Yesterday he was given a cita­ 
tion for a violation of the fire 
code; only two days ago five other 
citations for the same reason were 
issued against him. 


He has been charged with hous­ 
ing code violations for still anoth­ 
er building in Bristol Township 
and two in Bristol Borough, all of 
which he owns, 
Other Offenses 


In addition, he has been in 
trouble with police on other oc­ 
casions for other offenses. He has 
received in all five suspended sen­ 
tences from Bucks County Court 
and has been put on probation 
twice. 


Hayes’ 
most notorious brush 
with the police occurred on May 
27, 1957, when police had to sur­ 
round his home, threaten to shoot 
tear gas into it and then take a 
shotgun away from him. 


That afternoon two boys search­ 
ing for a lost dog had wandered 
onto Hayes’ property, at the edge 
of the township dump. Hayes fired 


his shotgun at the boys "to scare 
them away.” 
Go To Home 


A neighbor swore out a warrant 
for him and Chief John R. Stew­ 
art, Lt. Thomas Stewart, Officer 
William A. Jayne and other police 
from both Bensalem and Bristol 
Townships went to his home to 
arrest him. 
Hayes 
refused 
to 
surrender, 
barricaded himself in his house 
and fired the shotgun again be­ 
fore the threat to use tear gas 
brought him out. Even then he 
would not go along with the po­ 
lice peacefully and they had to 
use force. 


Two charges of pointing a fire­ 
arm and one of resisting arrest 
were brought against Hayes as a 
result. On Sept. 9 of that year, 
1957, he was given suspended sen­ 
tences on all of the charges, put 
on a year’s probation and order­ 
ed to pay the costs of prosecution. 


Suspended Sentences 


His other suspended sentences 
came in February, 1945, for as­ 
sault and battery and resisting ar­ 
rest, and in November, 1953, this 
time for aggravated assault and 
battery. 


In addition he was fined $25 for 
disorderly conduct by Justice of 
the Peace Bone Tritschler on May 
23/ 1956. 


Hayes’ current troubles stem 
from the drive against blighted 
housing in both Bristol Township 
and Bristol Borough. In August of 
last year b o r o u g h inspectors 
cracked down on him for a home 
he owned on Buckley St. and two 
near a converted livery stable on 
Dorrance St., both of which he 
was renting. The Bristol Borough 
housing board ordered one Dor- 
iance St. place demolished and 
the other renovated. However. 
Hayes has appealed these and the 
appeal is pending in Bucks County 
Court. 
Month Later 
A month later Bristol Township 
cracked down on him for the 
premises at 5334 Willow Penn 
Drive. 
Just this week officials of the 
Bucks County Society for the Pre­ 
vention of Cruelty to Animals vis­ 
ited his place with township of­ 
ficers. They found a horse dying 
of malnutrition and had to des­ 
troy it. As a result the charge of 
cruelty to animals was brought.

But Moonlight On Ganges Disenchanting

BENARES, INDIA - Jan. 18 — (Delayed) - 
Even brief exposure to India makes you aware 
that it is a land of many things. 


Mostly, however, it is a land of temples — 
Hindu, Moslem, Muslim, Buddhist. It’s a rare 
town indeed that doesn’t have a hundred or so. 


This city (rf Benares, for example, has no less 
than 1,400 temples and shrines. After awhile you 
see temples in your sleep. 


This is the religious capital of India. No city 
in the East weaves the fascination and the mys­ 
ticism of the past so intimately as Benares 
whose presiding deity is Shiva, the most venerat­ 
ed god of the Hindu pantheon. 


Picturesquely situated on the left bank of the 
Ganges, Benares is reputedly the oldest city in 
India. 


Here again the startling contrasts for which 
India is known are amazing, stimulating and de­ 
pressing. 


Moonlight on the Ganges is quite disenchanting 
indeed. 


As Benares is the holy city, so is the Ganges 
the sacred river. 
In this river millions of pilgrims come to Ben­ 
ares every year to bathe. 
A taxi — or rickshaw, take your choice — 
ride from the beautiful and relaxing Clarks Hotel 
with its courtyard and lovely flowers to the banks 
of the Ganges is traveling from one world to 
another. 
The river front as well as the narrow, twist­ 
ing streets of this city present a microcosm 
of India’s vast humanity. Sadhus, mendicants, 
merchants, pilgrims, artists and craftsmen all 
ply their trade in unbelievably crowded bazaars 
and pavements.

William Mullin, chairman of the 
supervisors, said that the six said 
they are opposed to another fire 
company in the township because 
the amount of funds for operating 
costs wouldn’t stretch to provide 
enough for seven companies. 
"Petty Jealousy 


But a spokesman for the seven 
th company said it was “petty 
jealousy which causes the other 
companies to oppose us.” T h e 
spokesman wag Murray Erlich, a 
member. 


Erlich said; “We know they’ve 
been trying to blackball us — 


in fact they even turned us away 
at the hosiery mill fire on Knights 
Road and Street Road Tuesday 
morning.”

escaping literally thousands of beggars and board 
a boat for a panoramic view of the countless 
bathing ghats where untold hundreds of pilgrims 
bathe each day in what must be the filthiest 
water on earth. 


You read about all of this. But you don't be­ 
lieve it. You spend two hours seeing all of it. 
And still you believe it can’t be possible. 


And right in the midst of this, is the Benares 
crematory, like no other crematory in the world. 
Four fires are kept going constantly on an open- 
air platform and bearers are busy 24 hours a 
day carrying the dead to their last rendezvous 
with the world in which they had lived. The 
ashes are brushed off into the Ganges as are 
those of every true Hindu. 


This port of Benares and the romanticized 
Ganges is not a pretty sight. But it is an unfor­ 
gettable experience and one that might well be 
forgotten, as far as the journalist is concerned.
